Is Done Must be 
Done Quickly. 



PrablaaM Which Csa Baall/ Be 
Out hj Totcra. 

A farmer raise* 1.000 butbvli of 
wbput, for wbicb he now guts 1000. 
With that money he buys various kimla 
at manufactured goods at low prices. 
With free coinage at sixteen to one he 
■night get $1,000 for bla wheat, but 
would certainly have to pay nearly 
twice oa much for the gooda he would 
buy. How much would the fanner gain 
from a cheap money scheme which 
doubled the price of the things he 
got In exchange for hia wheat? 

The Sherman silver law of ISOO pro- 
vided for the purchsse by the govern- 
ment of 51,000,000 ounces of silver per 
year. Under the operation of that 
law tho price of allver, after a short 
speculative rise, fell steadily from $1.1S 
to 73 cents per ounce. • If the purchaae 
and storage of practically the entire 
American production of sih'er could 
not prevent Its price from falling, what 
reasons are there for oelievlng that the 
mere act of coining sllrar Into dollara 
and returning them to the owners of 
the bullion will double the price of 
all the allver In the world? 

A workingman who depends for hia 
livelihood on the eola of bla labor to 
au employer Is now paid two dollars 
per day In currency hosed on the gold 
standard and kept on a parity with 
gold by onr laws! This two dollars 
will buy a relatively large quantity of 
nreeaaities. If this country adopts free 
coinugo sod goes on to a silver basis, 
two dollara will buy only one-half as 
much of the gooda the workingman 
nceda Show how labor would bo bene- 
fllecl by a policy which would cut tho 
purchasing power of wnges in two? 

An Inventor having money to lend 
was approached by a farmer who want- 
ed a loan for the purpose of buying new 
In.plemcnta, additional stock and some 
ferlillzers. "If you will let me huve 
$MU0 on the security of my land aud 
buildings," said the farmer, "1 will 
vole for a free allver law which will 
eiiuhle me to pay you back next year 
in dollars worth half of those you lend 
niF.” Btate bow much money that 
Investor loaned the former, also the 
rate of Interest paid. 

A large number of persona who com- 
plained that they were poor decided 
to enaot laws which would make them 
all Hub. As the poverty consisted is the 
lack of food, clothes, furniture, houses 
and other forms of wealth, Uiey agreed 
that Instead of producing the tUsga 
they needed they would set men to 
work digging silver, which they did 
not need, out of the Rocky mountains. 
By no doing they expected that the sup- 
ply of othsr labor products would in 
some mysterious way be increased. 
How much la twice nothing, and bow 
will the changing of silver bullion into 
coins msks more houses, machinery or 
beef?

It la a frequent excuse of unthiuklng 
men for leaning toward free allverthat 
“thlngu can’t be worse than they now 
are." 

This fa a mistake. Matters can be 
very much worse, eapeclally for the 
worklngioan. 

First ^Tbey would be worse If wages 

were paid In a 53-ecnt dollar or In adol- 
lar worth less than 100 oento. How- 
ever H may be wHh mine ownera and 
mortgage debtors, men whose capital ts 
their labor ar* not Interested In having 
the “purchaalcg power of their dollar" 
dlmfntabed. 

Second. — Things would be made 
worse for the 1,738,888 savings bank 
depositors In fhle state alone if their 
$715,032,809 of savings were mode pay- 
able In depreciated dollara. 

Third. — ^Things would be worse for 
the nearly 1,000,000 penslooera If thetr 
monthly stipeiid were to be paid In 83- 
cent dollars. 

Fourth. — Things would b* worse for 
all the millions of beneficiaries of stock, 
mutual and cooperative iusuranoe com- 
panies end all the 1,745, T26 shareholders 
In building and loan asaoclationa If 
payment were to be made to them in 
aiiy money leas good than the best. 

Fifth. — ^Things would be worae for 
everybody In case a panto caused by 
the pros|iect of a silver basts.

FACTS FOR FARMERa 

Michigan farmera who aro searching 
tnr the true cause of their preaeut de- 
prcsalon can find food fer thought la 
an cxamlnutlon of the figures giving 
the lm(M>rte and exporte of agricultural 
produute la 1803 under the UcKlulay 
tariff of 1600 and In IStM uiular tiie WII- 
Bim-Oormau tariff act. 

Under the republican tariff law o4 
laoo we Imported In 1803 over 111,000,- 
000 pounds of wool valued at over $13,- 
OOO/tOO. In 1800 under the democratic 
tariff law ws Imported 248,000,000 
pounds of wool, valued at $S3,T70,D0a 
Nearly $80,000,000 worth more of wool 
Was Imported under the demorratic 
tariff law Id 1804. The Imports of 
woolen goods In 1804 amoucted to $10,- 
800,000 and In tgOS to $8T, 404,000. From 
the reports ot tha treasury departmaat 
at Washington ws find that there were 
4T,$TB,000 sheep In the United States In 
1808, valued at $185,000,000. On the 
1st of January, UNO, thero were 3M0$r 
000 shaap in th* United State*, vaduad 
at $6&,000j>0»-* decrease ot O.OOOJXM 
In Ihs Dumbar of ahaap, and ol loojlioo,- 
000 hi vain*.

This average cannot bn 
calculated, as every niatheuiattcliiii 
knowe, merely by uddlug together tho 
prioe of every eonimodity offered fur 
sate and dividing the sum thiu ob- 
tained by the number of oomnioditiM chology and Ruskins, and make 
in tha Bat It la necessary to form »omo 
eoni'eption of the relative Importnnee of 
the different factors In the culcutation; 

In other words, we must eatlmiite tho 
volume of eaoh coiuDKxllty. Since the 
volume of each commodity bought and 
aold cannot possibly be known, on Im 
mono* element of iijioertainty altachea 
to this estimate. No two atatlailrlana 
would estimate average prices at any 
given date at the rame figure. Thrsuiue 
Blatlaticlaa could not, to save his life, 
make the calculation twice olike. 

But, after all, tha estimation of the 
value of gold Is properly made, not by, 
comparing It with commodltica, but by 
comparing It with labor. The eoat 
price would, of course, be expressed by 
the number ot unite of tabor nujulred 
to purchase a given quantity of gold. 

But that la not what la hero meant. How 
many unite ot labor does it require to 
corn a given quantity of goldT Statla- 
Ilea prove that In 1840 one dollar In gold 
puruhaoe<l 13.1 hours of labor, but In 
1801 one dollar In gold purohooed 5.0 
hours of labor. The value of |n>ld ex- 
prraaed In terms of labor bud fallen 
more than 80 )>er cent. In SO yraro. 

The only answer which populists have 
to make to this argument Is to deny Its 
validity. Nevertheless, It la evident to 
thoughtful men that to measure the 
value of allver in gold and thea to turn 
orouad and measure the value of gold 
In sliver, or to meaHure the value ot 
commodltica In roln and then lo turn 
around uml mesMure the value of roln 
In roniiiiodltiea, la reasoning In a cir- 
cle. The value ot coinnuMlItirs Is mraa- 
nred In coin, the value of allver la lueas- 
nred In gold, and the value of gold can 
be measured In nothing else than In 
labor. The value of labor Is the Mvrro- 
tng factor In the delermlnsUon at 
prices of commodltica, gold and allver 
bullion Included with tho rest.
